1. AMB RAISED KOREAN ITEM IN AUG 29 MEETING WITH 
PRESIDENCY ASSISTANT SECGEN SENGAT KUO, DRAWING HEAVILY 
ON REFTEL. 

2. RE CONCURRENT ADMISSION, SENGAT KUO STATED HE 
HAD BEEN SURPRISED AT DPRK REACTION TO ROK STATEMENT 
ON THIS ISSUE FOR VERY REASONS AMB HAD CITED (PARA 6 
REFTEL). GURC WOULD WELCOME UNIFICATION OF KOREA BUT 
DESPITE FACT THAT CONTACTS HAD BEEN ESTABLISHED BETWEEN TWO 
KOREAS, PROGRESS WAS SLOW AND IT DIFFICULT TO ENVISAGE EARLY 
ESTABLISHMENT OF CONFEDERATION WHICH DPRK PROPOSES AS BASIS 
FOR KOREA’S ENTRY INTO UN AS SINGLE ENITY. IT WAS IN RECOGNITION 
OF DE FACTO EXISTENCE OF TWO KOREAS THAT GURC HAD RECENTLY 
ESTABLISHED DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH NORTH KOREA. 

3. RE UNC, GURC POSITION WOULD BE THAT IF RETENTION OF UNC 
IS NECESSARY FOR STABILITY OF AREA, AS ROK INSISTS IS CASE, IT 
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SHOULD BE CONTINUED. RE UNCURK, SENGAT KUO LISTENED TO AMB’S 
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ARGUMENTATION, BUT MADE NO REVEALING COMMENT. 

4. IN CONCLUDING, SENGAT KUO SAID HE FELT U.S. AND GURC 
ATTITUDES ON KOREAN ITEM WERE NOT FAR APART. HE WOULD NOT BE 
SURPRISED, IF AFTER FURTHER CONSIDERATION, GURC FOUND 
ITS POSITION VERY CLOSE TO THAT OF U.S. 
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
